It is believed that the t 
proposed now will be satisfactory to 
the state department. The United 
btates Is not concerned with the 
amount or character of the compensa- 
tion that passes between the other na- 
s. Besides retaining the coaling 
station of Pago Pago, acquiring the 
island of Tutuila, where on the harbor 
is located, and the three or four small- 
islets in the vicinity, the United 
States will continue to enjoy by stipu- 
lation the privilege of irading with 
Apia under conditions equally as fa- 
vorable as those now existing. The 
islets referred to are not of any par- 
ticular importance from a commercial 
point of view, but it is deemed essen- 
tial to control them politically in order 
to prevent smuggling. 

The partition of the Samoan group 
of Islands marks the close of a long- 
itandiug source of International con- 
troversy, and also brings about new 
territorial arrangements in the South 
Pacific. 

In the early stage of the negotia- 
tions It was agreed that the United 
States should have the island of Tu- 
tuila, with its valuable harbor of Pago 
Pago, and the lesser islands of its 
coast, including the large islet of Ma- 
nua. The negotiations then shifted 
to London to determine whether Ger- 
many or Great Britain should retain 
th'o two remaining islands of UdoIu 
and Savasi. The nature of these 
later negotiations have been con- 
stantly communicated to Washington, 
although they have not reached the 
state department and it has been 
known for some days that in oase 
Great Britain retired from Samoa, 
Germany would give as part compen- 
sation the large Solomon islands of 
Ysabel and Choisoul. These are near 
the British possessions In Australasia, 
being east of New Guinea.
